Speeches and many resolutions, yet no 
decisive action was taken in the prin- 
cipal matter for which the gathering { 
was 
summon* d—the abolishment 
of (' 


government by injunction. 
The con- j 


vention, which had been announced 
as thfc last one of its kind to be held, 
while adjourning sine die, has inere!y 
postponed matters on the action before 
it for three weeks, as a call tor a similar 
conference, to be held in Chicago on 
Monday, Sept. 27, was issued. 


Among the resolutions adopted, which 


vigorously denounce the injunctions is- 
sued by the courts against 
strikers, 


was one declaring, "That we heieby 
set apart Friday, the third day of Sep- 
tember, 1S97, as a "Good Friday" for 
the cause of suffering- labor in America, 
and contribute the earning of that day 
to the support of our struggling broth- 
ers, the miners, and appeal to every 
union man and every friend of labor 
throughout the country to do likewise." 


Mr. Debs and "Social Democrirv" 


dominated the convention, and the fa- 
mous labor leader carried the gathering 
off Us feet in the afternoon in one of 
bis characteristic 
speeches, 
in 
the 


course of which he said: 


"Certain it is there are thousands of 


our fellow citizens suffering, and cer- 
tain It is this cannot last. The time 
will come to incite the populace. "When 
this t.me comes you can depend on me. 
I will not stand in the rear and ask you 
to go ahead. I v;ill be in front, and Fay 
to you, 'Come on.' I shrink from blood- 
shed, but if this is necessary to re- 
serve liberty and our rights In that 
event I will shed the last drop of blood 
that courses through my veins. 
' "Plutocracy cannot buy me. They 
may send me to jail, may ostracise 
me or may hang rne, but, in the lan- 
guage of the revolutionary heroes, 1 
do not propose .to part company with 
my 
self 
respetft. independence antl 


marftiood. We no lonsar have, a re- 
public. There is not a vestage of it 
left. The Judiciary of this country has 
placed a padlock on my lips, forbid- 
den me to walk on public highways 
and destroyed all of my rights. I sub- 
mit because you compelled me to. I am 
helpless. I appeal to you and to the 
country to come to the front, take this 
cause to heart, and these questions will 
then be solved, I will be free and eo 
will you. 


"The significance of this movement 


portends new and Important develop- 
ments along the line of battle. I look 
forward to the time when people will 
dethrone the power that has enslaved 
them. 
The movement is 
marching 


grandly forward, and plutocracy will 
soon understand that 
slavery and 


despotism have no rights to place on 
American soil." 


As Mr. Debs finished the delegates 


rose to their feet, threw their hats in 
the air and crowded forward to greet 
the speaker.

She 
was contemporaneous and appeared 
upon the American stage in leading 
parts with the elder Booth and Forrest, 
with JIacready aijd Edwin Booth, with 
Florence, Clarke "and OWPH, of those 
who hav-s passed away, and \vith Jef- 
ferson arid Coultfock, who Ftjll survive. 
She was in her day an "infant prodlgy" 
on the English and American boards, 
and the most famous of Mrs. Mala- 
props, winning laurels also as Julie de 
Mortimer, 
Ophelia, 
Desdenona 
and 


Pauline, riot to mention characters in 
more recently written plays. 


The wife of one of the foremost actor- 


managers of this country she bore 
three children who won distinction in 
the dramatic profession—John Drew, 
the late Georgie Drew-Barryrnore and 
Sydney Drew. Seventy-one of the 77 
years of her life she was a familiar 
figure to r'a.ygoers. With practically 
no education in the accented pense, 
she was an actress of rare intelligence 
and refinement. "I got my pducation," 
she once said, "from readirs and from 
associating with and listening to the 
conversation of clever people." 


Mrs. Drew vpas born in London on 


Jan. 10, 1820, and six years later made 
her debut as Agib in "Timour the Tar- 
tar." Her mother, an actress, brought 
her to this country a year later, and 
she performed at ths Walnut Street 
theater, Philadelphia, playing the Duke 
of York to Junius Biutus Booth's Rich- 
ard III. In one play, written expressly 
to exploit childish precocity, she had 
five different characters to portray. 
In 1833 she came to New York, and 
here married Henry Hunt, a popular 
vocalist, from whom she separated. 
She subsequently married a comedian 
named Mossop. and after his death 
married Mr. Drew. Her last engage- 
ment was with "The Sporting Duchess"

Eugene V . Debs, 


bt. Louis, Sept. 1.—The conference of 
labor leaders of the country which has 
been in session here two days finished 
its work last evening. The meeting was 
productive 
of 
several 
sensational 
speeches and many resolutions, yet no 
decisive action was taken in the prin­ 
cipal matter for which the gathering 
was summon*'d—the 
abolishment 
of 
government by injunction. 
The con­ 
vention, which had been announced 
as the last one of its kind to be held, 
while adjourning sine die, ha3 merely 
postponed matters on the action before 
it for three weeks, as a call for a similar 
conference, to be held in Chicago on 
Monday, Sept. 27» was issued. 


Among the resolutions adopted, which 
vigorously denounce the injunctions is­ 
sued by the courts against 
strikers, 
was one declaring, “That we hereby 
set apart Friday, the third day of Sep­ 
tember, 181)7, as a “Good Friday” for 
the cause of suffering labor in America, 
and contribute the earnings of that day 
to the support of our struggling broth­ 
ers, the miners, and appeal to every 
uni&n man and every friend of labor 
throughout the country to do likewise.” 


Mr. Debs and “Social Democracy“ 
dominated the convention, and the fa­ 
mous labor leader carried the gathering 
oil its feet in the afternoon in one of 
his 
characteristic 
speeches, 
in 
the 
course of which he said: 


“Certain it is there are thousands of 
our fellow citizens suffering, and cer­ 
tain It is this cannot last. 
The time 
will come to incite the populace. When 
this time comes you can depend on me. 
I will not stand in the rear and ask you 
to go ahead. I will be in front, and say 
to you, ‘Come on/ I shrink from blood­ 
shed, but if this is necessary to pre­ 
serve liberty and our rights in that 
event T will shed the last drop of blood 
that courses through my veins. 
* “Plutocracy cannot buy me. 
They 
may 3end me to jail, may ostracise 
me or may hang me, but, in the lan­ 
guage of the revolutionary heroes, 1 
do not propose .to part company with 
my 
self 
respecit, 
independence 
and 
manhood. 
We no longer have a re­ 
public. 
There is not a vestage of it 
Jeft. The Judiciary of this country has 
placed a padlock on my lips, forbid­ 
den me to walk on public highways 
and destroyed all of my rights. I sub­ 
mit because you compelled me to. I am 
helpless. I appeal to you and to the 
country to come to the front, take this 
cause to heart, and these questions will 
then be solved. I will be free and so 
w111 you. 


“The significance of this movement 
portends new and important develop­ 
ments along the line of battle. I look 
forward to the time when people will 
dethrone the power that has enslaved 
them. 
The 
movement 
is 
marching 
grandly forward, and plutocracy will 
soon 
understand 
that 
slavery 
and 
despotism have no rights to place on 
American soil.“ 


As Mr. Debs finished the delegates 
rose to their feet, threw their hats in 
the air and crowded forward to greet 
the speaker. Chairman Prescott pound­ 
ed vigorously for order, but it 
was 
fully five minutes before the convention 
recovered from tht 
spell which Mr. 
Deb’s oratory had cast about them. 


A resolution, introduced by Mr. Ma­ 
hon, of Detroit, calling upon all miners 
now at work to desert their posts and 
terming them enemies of human lib­ 
erty so long as they remained on duty, 
was adopted. 


Notwithstanding 
the 
convention 
early in the morning had declined to 
act on President Ratchford's resolu­ 
tion requesting President McKinley to 
convene congress for the purpose of de­ 
fining the authority of judges in the 
matter of injunctions a resolution to 
that effect, but requesting the conven­ 
tion to ask President McKinley to act 
in that direction, introduced by W. D, 
Ryan, the 
Illinois 
organizer, went 
through with a whoop, and shortly be­ 
fore 7 o'clock the convention adjourned 
sine die. 


Mr, Ratchford, who was especially 
pleased with the convention's instruc­ 
tions regarding the request for the con­ 
vening of congress, hurried away last 
night to Columbus, where he will at­ 
tend a conference of mine workers and ! 
operators tonight. Just before his de­ 
parture he was shown the dispatch 
from Columbus, O., saying that the 
coal strike was considered there as 
settled. President Ratchford acknowl­ 
edged that he had received a propo­ 
sition to have the miners resume work 
at 64 cents, pending arbitration. 
He 
added: 


“Our executive council meets tomor­ 
row night, and the proposition of Mr. 
Young, who represents a large number 
of operators, will be considered, with : 
other matters. I must decline to dis­ 
cuss the proposition until after it is 
submitted to the council.

MRS JOHN DRCVV DEAD. 
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Bad ik>on a Publb* ICntortalnor for 


Over Seventy Ym*»»1«. 


New York, Sept. 1.—Mrs. J.*hn Drew, 
the actress, died yesterday afternoon at 
Larchmont. 


With the passing of Mrs. Drew there 
has parted one of the links that unite 
the present generation with the grand­ 
est galaxy that has ever illuminated 
the American dramatic firmament. She 
was contemporaneous 
and 
appeared 
upon the American stage in leading 
parts with the elder Booth and Forrest, 
with Macreudy and Edwin Booth, with 
Florence, Clarke and Ow* n, of those 
who hav‘ passed away, and with Jef­ 
ferson and Couldock, who Mill survive. 
She was in her day an “infant prodigy“ 
on the English and American boards, 
and the most famous of Mrs. Mala- 
props, winning laurels also as Julie de 
Mortimer, 
Ophelia, 
Desdemona 
and 
Pauline, not to mention characters in 
more recently written plays. 


The wife of one of the for« most actor- 
managers of this country 
she 
bore 
three children who won distinction in 
the dramatic profession—John Drew, 
the late Georgie Drew-Barrymore and 
Sydney Drew, Seventy-one of the 77 
years of her life she was a familiar 
figure to playgoers. With practically 
no education in the accepted sense, 
she was an actress of rare intelligence 
and refinement. 
**I got my education,“ 
she once said, “from readirg and from 
associating with and listening to the 
conversation of clever peopk*.” 


Mrs. Drew \yas horn in London on 
Jan. 10, 1820, and six years later made 
her debut as Agib in “Timour the Tar­ 
tar.“ Her mother, an actress, brought 
her to this country a year later, and 
she performed at the Walnut Sti’eet 
theater, Philadelphia, playing the Duke 
of York to Junius Biutus Booth's Rich­ 
ard III. In one play, written expressly 
to exploit childish precocity, she had 
five different characters to 
portray. 
In 1833 she came to New York, and 
here married Henry Hunt, a popular 
vocalist, from whom she separated. 
She subsequently married a comedian 
named Mossop, and after his 
death 
married Mr. Drew. Her last engage­ 
ment was with “The Sporting Duchess“ 
company.

SNAILS EATEN AS FOOD. 
THE NEW SUKUERY.

It may surprise many readers to I 
learn that the common garden snail, 
regarded as an unmitigated pest by 
agriculturists in this, country, is used 
for food by thousands of persons; and 
when properly cooked is esteemed a 
dainty dish by epicures in all the 
great cities of the world. 
Not only 
is this the case in foreign countries, 
where the overcrowding of the popula­ 
tion renders it obligatory that every­ 
thing odible should be eaten, but liere > 
in Att)*Hea, where in New York the 
arrival of the French steamers with 
their cargo of snails is an event of iin- 
portauce in gastronomic circles, and; 
the leading French restaurants adver­ 
tise the dish a s a special attraction. 
Like other homely 
animals which 
serve for food, the snail changes his 
name when he comes to the table, and 
takes the French title. 


Thus as the pig becomes pork, the 
ox beef and the shoe]) mutton, 
the 
snail figures on bills of fare as rescar- 
got, a much more imposing designa­ 
tion. 
Like many other dishes es­ 
teemed by epicures, it comes to us by 
way of France from Italy; for the 
French, who are the masters of the 
world in cookery, learned the art orig­ 
inally from the Italians. 
The ancient 
Romans, w hose emperors and nobles 
lived to eat, and who not infrequently 
spent a fortune on a single feast, con­ 
sidered the escargot a choice delicacy. 
Pliny mentioned it as among the table 
luxuries of his day, and Apieius, in a 
treatise on cookciy, enumerates sev­ 
eral ways of cooking the dish, ¡the 
most extravagant being with a sauce 
of sweet herbs, milk, butter, cheese, 
boiled wine, wheat flour and saffron. 


The escargot has always been re­ 
garded as nutritious and wholesome; 
in the middle a g e s he w as used as 
medicine and pounded in a mortar; 
stewed in milk he w as regarded 
as a 
specific in lung diseases.

“Massachusetts now expends 
000 annually in the improvement of 
her roads. 
We have one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand miles of road; 
Massachusetts lifty thousand miles. It 
costs $1000 a mile in Massachusetts to 
improve a road. 
The millions of dol­ 
lars required to improve the roads of 
New' York state, therefore, are obvi­ 
ous. 
We should have to expend 
000,000 a year to compare in any de­ 
gree with Massachusetts. 
That * is 
one-fourth of the amount now raised 
by direct taxation. 
Tan we persuade 
the legislature to make such an ex­ 
penditure, such a large addition to the 
state’s expenses? 
That- is the ques­ 
tion, and the sole question to be con­ 
sidered. ” 


“In Queen's county, N. Y., and 
Bergen and Essex counties, N. J., 
they have expended hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars in macadamizing the 
roads,*’ 


“ Yes,” answered Dr. Merrill, “ but 
it is to be observed that wealthy men 
of New York live in those counties 
who will have good roads-—who think 
it a necessity of modern life and mod­ 
ern luxury to have good roads. 
Pos­ 
sibly the example of these counties 
will be followed; but only where 
wealthy men live amj the land is rich. 
In the poorer counties of the state the 
state itself must build and maintain 
the roads. 


“And it is as important to keep a 
road in good condition as to build it 
originally. 
It will rapidly fall into 
ruin if work is not put upon it. 
In 
Austria old men and old women and 
children sweep the roads and receive 


ing him to market. Indeed, he forms 
an important source of revenue, and 
his yearly sale* in Paris alone are said 
to 
approximate 
J ,000,000 francs. 
While he feeds chiefly on the grape 
leaf, he is also fond of cabbages, and, 
indeed will eat any green herb or ten­ 
der leaf. 


For this reason the snails, when 
gathered, are always placed in casks 
and kept without food in a cool place 
for at least two months in order to 
.purify them; they have a fancy for 
both hemlock and belladonna, and 
cases of poisoning sometimes occur as 
a result uf eating snails which have 
not been properly cleansed; i. 
e., 
starved before being brought to table. 
He is classed by the dealers as among 
shellfish, and is in great demand as a 
lenten delicacy. 
Heaps of them are 
exposed for sale on the counters at 
the Hailes, side by side with lobsters 
and crawfish, for the 
crawfish is 
another French dainty. 
It has long 
been the custom in Rordeaux to go on 
Ash Wednesday to the commune of 
Canderan, which is noted for its es­ 
cargot cries (snail farms, to feast upon 
escargot, by way of winding up the 
carnival and beginning Lent. 


Along the Cote-d'Orand in the Low­ 
er Alps snail-picking furnishes em­ 
ployment to hundreds of people, and 
is carried on much as berry-picking. 
In the early morning, when the slimy 
trail of the snail glistens wherever he 
has crawled during the night, the 
pickers go forth with baskets and 
pails. 
They find the snails in damp 
places, resting on the under surface 
of leaves and vines, and gather them 
just as the farmer’s boy picks dewber­ 
ries or huckleberries.

cases of compound fractures. Of these 
00 per cent, came to amputation. 
In 
the case of compound fractures of the 
upper extremity 41 per cent, died; of 
the lower extremity. 00 per rent, wero 
fatal. 
This terrible record of mortal­ 
ity occurred too in a new and 
woll- 
equipped hospital, an institution which 
would compare favorably with any of 
that time. 


In the later period Uic bods had in­ 
creased from 2fi0 to 800. but in spite 
of that fact the number of amputations 
had fallen to eighty-two, and of these 
the mortality was exactly one-third of 
what it had been. 
In amputations at 
(ho thigh the mortality was reduced 
from 5(5 per cent, to 12^ per 
cent., 
while those of the leg from 32 to 13%; 
of the arm from 38 to 
per cent. In 
short, the mortality from 
compound 
fractures was two-thirds less than un­ 
der the old methods. 
The physicians 
attribute this saving of life to asepsis. 
The new’ surgery permitted the sur­ 
geons to wait much longer than for­ 
merly before operating. 
They could 
now wait until the aseptic regime to 
see if the compound fracture did not 
heal itself, which it frequently did. and 
in the majority of cases amputation 
was unnecessary. 


Under the now surgery healing is 
painless. The only pain now felt is that 
of the incisions. 
After that has sub­ 
sided there is no pain in aseptic heal­ 
ing. 
The old and 
lingering 
fevers 
which so often followed surgical oper­ 
ations have vanished, for with perfect 
»sepsis there is no surgical fe\or. The 
danger of suppuration and secondary 
hemorrhage has also gone, from 
the 
same cause. 


As to visceral surgery, its triumphs 
have been marvelous. 
Surgeons now 
open the visceral cavity and perform 
the most astonishing feats. Operations 
which to-day are performed with im­ 
punity by young surgeons would have 
been deemed as preliminary to nothing 
short of 
cold-blooded murder by the 
last generation. Scarcely a part of the 
body of living man is unexplored by 
science, and feats of trephining almost 
incredible are performed daily in our 
hospitals. 
Of course with this rapid 
advance of surgery has come a tenden­ 
cy to overoperate, and 
conservative 
surgeons will agree that reckless sur­ 
gery has gained some headway in late 
years. This is confined Jo the younger 
and ultra-enthusiastic members of tho 
profession and is deprecated by their 
elder brethren, - ( ’hicago Chronicle.

State Bank Examiner Brendentlial, a 


'free silverite and populist, says in his 
report just issued: "A most extraordin- 
ary financial condition exists in Kansas. 
The surplus in the banks is larger than 
<jver previously known, and the cash in 
circulation among the people seems un- 
diininished. 
The banks cannot loan 


their money, and are worried to know 
what to do with the enormous deposits 
on which they arc paying 4 per cent, in- 
terest. The grain is rushing East rapid- 
ly, and farmers are making improve- 
ments and have plently of money. The 
situation is annoying the bankers very 
much." 


The Mountain Trolley. 


The project to build a trolley road in 


the Bine Ridge mountains connecting 
the various resorts including the Blue 
Mountain House, Buena Vista Springs, 
Blue Ridge Summit, Highfield, Monterey, 
Pen-Mar, High Rock, Mt. Quirauk, and 
other points of interest, has so far devel- 
oped that a preliminary survey has been 
made, and, if certain privileges can be 
secured from road supervisors for the 
construction of the road, work will be- 
gin at once. There is some opposition 
being developed about Monterey and 
Buena Vista Springs, where it is the 
opinion of the residents that a trolley 
line would be a disturbing element, but 
it is thought this opposition would be 
'overcome, and, if not, that it will simply 
be necessary to exclude Buena Vista and 
Monterey Springs from the plans. 


The road would be about ten miles in 


length, and would cost about $300,000, 
equipped. It will be an overhead con- 
struction, with twenty cars. The funds 
are practically in hand, and while the 
incorporation is yet to take place, that 
will follow just as soon as tue road su- 
pervisors act.

has its history or tradition, and so, in- 
deed, has the fragrant berry which 
tends to strengthen and exhilarate 
mankind. 
History, 
unfortunately, 


leaves unrecorded the name of the 
benefactor who first conceived the 
grand idea of making a beverage of the 
coffee-beans. The legend coming from 
the Arabs is that a Dervish, who in 
his leisure hours tended sheep, noticed 
how merry they became after eating of 


| certain leaves. They gamboled and 


bleated in so remarkable a manner 
that he became envious of their happi- 
ness. 
He gathered some of the leaves 


and berries of which they had eaten, 
boiled them, drank of the liquor and 
soon became as merry as his goats. 
He communicated his secret to the 
prior of a 3Iohammedan convent in 
Persia, who recommended it to his 
Monks as a means to keep them awake 
at their nocturnal vigils. 


From that time there has been no 


monastery in the East which has not 
hail its huge coffee pot continually 


! simmering. 
The mosques are filled 


J with the pleasant fragrance aud cups 
; of coffee are distributed among the 
; worshipers "for the greater glory of 


, God." 


In 153<.i a Damascan opened the first 


coffee house in Constantinople. Others 
rose and speedily 'became the resorts 
for divines aud scholars who discussed 
deep questions under the influence of 
the gentle stimulant. Such discussions 
finally aroused the suspicious of the 
Sultan, who feared political intriguing. 
Coffee houses were ordered closed, 
priests were directed to preach against j 
the black beverage and judges to pro- i 
ceed with utmost vigor against the de- ' 
hnqnents who would drink 
coffee 


But all iu vain. The coffee cup was 


is such a favorite substitute that it is 
hardly looked upon aft an adulteration, 
being demanded by «ome who prefer 
the mixture to the pure coffee. 


The culture of coll'ee is carried on 


all ow tli« tropical parts of the woild, 
mostly in the West Indies, Central 
Ameriit, I'eru and Brazil. 


Professor JBaird, in speaking of the 


plantations in the West Indies, Hays: 
"Anything in the way of cultivation 
more beautiful and more fragrant than 
the coffee plantation, I had not con- 
ceived. Nothing can compare with 
the exquisite aromatic fragrance. 
The 


hill-sides are covered with regular 
rows of tree-like shrubs bearing mil- 
lions of jessamine-like flowers. It is 
worth going to the West Indies to see 
the sight. 
The shrub produces u 


second and third crop of snowy blos- 
soms, so that beautiful green pyrami- 
dal branches are garnished with flow- 
ers and fruits at every stage of the de- 
velopment of the berry."' 


It is computed that one thousand 


million pounds of the beans are con- 
sumed annually.—Detroit Free Press.

The Appiaii Way. 


By far the most celebrated road in 


the Old World was the Appian Way, 
theViarumRegina, or Queen of Roads' 
which at the period of its greatest ex- 
tent stretched from Rome to Bruiidu- 
siurn, the modern Brimlisi, a distance 
of some 350 miles. 
As this road w as 


begun in the beginning- of the fourth 
century B. C., says Pearson's Weekly, 
and formed the great highway from 
Rome to the south for several centu- 
ries, it must therefore have been con- 
nected with, and often have been, the 
scene of most 01 the great events of 
'the Roman Empire, which fora long 
period would deserve to be called the 
great events of the world. It would 
have witnessed the departure of the 
armies which set forth to conquer the 
domniiis of Alexander and the Pha- 
raohs. Julius C.-esar passed along it 
to the iirst Alexandrine war. which, 
was to result in his own temporary 
conquest by the charms of Cleopatra*. 
Later on Mark Antony traversed it to 
lose the world for the same -unman. ' 
It witnessed, too. the triumphs of the 
returning generals who had led the 
legions of Rome to the conquest of 
half the known world, and over its 
well-worn pavements the 
unhappy 


Zenobia, perhaps the must pathetic 
figure in history, was led to grace the 
triumph of her conquetor. Aurelian. 
But the pageants of which the Appian 
Way has been the scene might be 
multiplied almost iiidefinitely.and it is 
certain that there is no road in the an- 
cient or modern world to compare with 
it iu this respect.

Indications i)oint to a decided fall­ 
ing off in the number of immigrants 
landing upon our shores during the 
present fiscarycai*> notes the Atlanta 
Constitution. 
Up to this time only 
195,000 immigrants have entered our 
ports, whereas for the corresponding 
months of the year preceding, some­ 
thing like 325,000 immigrants landed 
upon our shores. One reason for this 
marked diminution is, of course, found 
in the stringency of our immigration 
laws. Within the past few years these 
immigration laws have undergone de­ 
cided modification, and the result is not 1 
only that thousands of pauper immi­ 
grants are yearly sent back to Europe, 
but that thousands are deterred from 
crossing the water. 
In view of this ex­ 
planation it is evident that while the 
number of our foreign immigrants has 
fallen off considerably during the past 
year, the loss has been restricted al­ 
most exclusively to illiterate and paupei 
immigrants. 
Instead of operating to 
our detriment, therefore, tho string­ 
ency of our immigration laws has 
operated to our 
National 
benefit. 
There is still room for improvement, 
however, as the country is not yet free 
from the contaminating influences of 
Euroj)ean pauperism and illiteracy. 


Tho New York Post states that a 
blow has been struck in Maryland at 
one class of fraternal insurance asso­ 
ciations—the class misnamed “frater­ 
nal,” which trades for profit on the 
favor shown the real fraternal organi­ 
sations. 
Maryland has a good law on 
this subject, 
requiring all fraternal 
beneficiary associations to have “a 
representative form of Government,” 
and to be “ carried on for tho sole 
benefit of its members and their bene­ 
ficiaries and not for profit.” 
The so- 
called International FraternaljAlliance 
did not comply* with these require­ 
ments, and on a suit instituted by the 
Attorney-General its charter has been 
forfeited. 
Tho Alliance had no sejm- 
rate funds or accounts for its different 
forms of business, conducted a direct 
life insurance in addition to the assess­ 
ment insurance, and had no represen­ 
tative form of Government for the cer- 
tificate-holders, 
Worse than all else, 
it conducted an endowment business 
and failed in it signally, as did its 
numerous predecessors. 
On one class 
of endowment policies, the terms of 
which guaranteed a payment of S700, 
a note assessment of $050 was levied 
in the last year of their existence. This 
was a clear confiscation of the policy, 
as well as an abuse of the principles of 
the corporation.

Familiar as we are with the bever­ 
age, how comparatively few of us even 
imagine that its history can possess 
any particular interest. 
Everything 
has its history or tradition, and so, in­ 
deed, has the fragrant berry which 
tends to strengthen and exhilarate 
mankind. 
History, 
unfortunately, 
leaves unrecorded the name of the 
benefactor who first conceived tho 
grand idea of making a beverage of the 
coffee-beans. The legend coming from 
the Arabs is that a Dervish, who in 
his leisure hours tended sheep, noticed 
how merry they became after eating of 
certain leaves. 
They gamboled and 
bleated in so remarkable a manner 
that he became envious of their happi­ 
ness, 
He gathered some of the leaves 
and berries of which they had eaten, 
boiled them, drank of the liquor and 
soon became as merry as his goats. 
He communicated his secret to the 
prior of a Mohammedan convent in 
Persia, who recommended it to his 
Monks as a means to keep them awake 
at their nocturnal vigils. 


From that time there has been no 
monastery in the East which has not 
had its huge coffee pot continually 
simmering. 
The mosques are filled 
with the pleasant fragrance and cups 
of coffee are distributed among the 
worshipers “for the greater glory of 
God.” 


In 1534 a Damascan opened the first- 
coffee house in Constantinople. Others 
rose and speedily ‘became the resorts 
for divines and scholars who discussed 
deep questions under the influence of 
the gentle stimulant. Such discussions 
finally aroused the suspicions of the 
Sultan, who feared political intriguing. 
Coffee houses were ordered closed, 
priests were directed to preach against 
the black beverage and judges to pro­ 
ceed with utmost vigor against the de­ 
linquents 
who would drink 
coffee. 
But all in vain. 
The coffee cup was 
stronger than the ruler of the faithful. 
It continued all-powerful in the se­ 
crecy of the harem, and before long 
was master again, openly defying all 
imperial decrees. 


The Turks, Arabs, Persians and 
Egyptians drink coffee to excess, con­ 
suming, on occasions, not less than 
eighty cups a day. 
It is sipped from 
small cups as hot as it can be borne. 
The Turks frequently subsist on coffee, 
so great is their love for it. 
For this 
reason, during their Lent it is not 
only forbidden but any person who 
has even smelled it has violated the in­ 
junction of their prophet. 


"When this favorite beverage had 
thus conquered the east it next found 
its way into Europe. 
The first cup of 
coffee was drunk at Paris at the home 
of Therenot,the great traveler. He and 
his friends were the only ones to enjoy 
its pleasant effects for many years. 
It 
was only in 1(3(59 that Solomon Aga, 
the ambassador of the Sultan Mahmud, 
made its use more general. 
At his 
first audience with Louis XIV. he 
treated the king with the beverage. 
Black slaves in bright turbans and 
gowns entered, holding upon a silk 
cushion a costly cup of finest porcelain 
1 poised in a cup of gold filigree and, 
! kneeling, offered it to the monarch.

Lyster H. Dewey, the weed expert 
of the United 
States Agricultural 
Department, says that the most re­ 
markable eastward movement of 
a 
weed, of Avliich we have any record in 
this country, is that of buffalo bur. 
This prickly, bur-fruited cousin of 
the potato has not even stopped at our 
Eastern shores, but has gone over to 
Europe and is now causing serious 
trouble in some parts of Germany. 
Its native home was from the Mexi­ 
can plateau northward along the east­ 
ern base of the Rocky Mountains to 
the Band Lands of South Dakota. 
Here it was the favorite food of the 
Colorado potato beetle, and the east­ 
ward migration of the weed meeting 
the western extension of potato cul­ 
ture doubtless facilitates the eastward 
movement of the beetles. 
Buffalo bur 
is an annual plant, thriving only where 
the ground is broken, and in the 
Western jolains region it was distinct- | 
ly a plant of the buffalo wallows. Its 
burs were carried in the shaggy manes 
of buffalos, securing a wide dissemi­ 
nation of seeds and thus aiding the 
plant in acquiring a wandering habit. 
It is also a remarkably good tumble­ 
weed. 
But neither the buffalo nor 
the tumbleweed habit of the plant has 
aided it directly in securing such wide 
distribution east of the Mississippi 
River. 
A few notes on its introduc­ 
tion at some of the 149 places record­ 
ed east of its natural range will indi­ 
cate how it has traveled. 
It was first 
seen at Chicago in 1896, near a rail­ 
road south of the stockyards.

found on ballast ground in 1879, at 
New York and Boston.

Everybody has an anecdote to tell 
of Senator Harris, 
His pecitliarities J 
were weil known, and yet none ol 
them wero considered as diminishing 
tho native integrity and detracting 
from tho picturesque attractiveness of 
tho dead Senator’s character. 
He 
was a survivor of a line of public men 
for which Tennessee has been famous 
—leaders of the type of Andrew Jack* 
son, Felix Grundy and Andrew John- 
son—men cast in a rugged mould, of 
fierce passions when aroused by a 
fancied sense of wrong or injustice, | 
but having certain qualities command­ 
ing respect not due to mere physical j 
courage. 
Senator Harris had perhaps | 
as little use for newspaper men as any ; 
man who ever sat in either House of 
Congress. 
But his treatment of them 
was uniform, and understood not to be 
personal, and his language in declin­ 
ing to grant interviews was, withal, so 
interesting that it went far toward 
contributing tho element of news to a 
refusal to impart information.

men who rarely 
asked 
for 
news, 
and 
then 
did 
so quietly, he was uniformly pleasant. 
Some of the stories about his lurid 
profanity to correspondents are so well 
based, however, that they are accept­ 
ed as sufficient illustration of phases 
of his manner.

tho sturdy, dogmatic, incisive Senator 
whoso funeral took place in the Senate 
chamber recently.

believed, 
marks his 
determination 
under all circumstances to have the 
proper subordination observed of the 
younger to the elder, of the inferior in 
position to the superior. 
A page one 
day inquired of him at his desk if the 
Senate had decided to adjourn until 12 
o’clock the next day. 


“ Yes,” was the fierce reply, “ and 
immediately after we adjourn to-day 
we shall proceed to hang every imper­ 
tinent page 011 this floor!”

retired with awe written 011 his coun­ 
tenance and a purpose to be less free 
with Senators in future. 


Sometimes Mr. 
Harris’s rebukes 
were too severe, but more frequently 
they were deserved. 
His sense of 
personal dignity was equal to his inde­ 
pendence of speech and action.

or twice in liis Senatorial career he 
was on the verge of inflicting personal 
chastisement beyond the mere use of 
his exceedingly sharp tongue. 
But 
it can be truthfully said that he had 
the proiound respect of liis colleagues

manliness, his intelligence and his 
special knowledge of parliamentary 
law and usages.-—New York Tribune.

TÜE ÜBÖR CONFERENCE 


It la Aroused by a Speech From 
Eugene V, Debs» 


tit. Louis, Sept. 1.—The confprence of 
labor leaders of the country which has 
been In session here two days 
flnlshod 
Its -work laat eveninpc. The meetinK was 
productive 
of 
several 
sensational 
speeches and many resolutions, yet no 
decisive action was taken in the prin- 
cipal matter for which the Kathering 
was 
üuinmoned—the 
abolishment of 
govmnnent by injunction. 
The con- 
vention, which had been 
announced 
as the last one of its kind to be held, 
while adjourning sine die, has mere!y 
postponed matters on the action before 
it for three weeks, as a call for asimilar 
conference, to be hi:ld in Chicago on 
Monday, »Sept. 27» was issued. 


Amoni? tht^ resolutions adopted, which 
vigorously denounce the injunctions is- 
sued by the courts against 
strikers, 
was one deolarinK, *'That we hereby 
set apart Friday, the third day of Sep- 
tember. 18i)7. as a ''Good Friday" for 
the cause of suffering: labor in Xmerica, 
and cnntribut»^ the earnlnrs of that day 
to the support of our strufiglina: broth- 
ers, the minerG, and appeal to every 
unión man and every friend of labor 
throughout the country to do likewise." 


Mr. Dobs and "Social 
Democracy" 
dominated the convention, and the fa- 
mous labor leadf»r carried the gathering 
Oil Us feet in the afternoon in one of 
his 
characteristic 
speeches, 
In the 
course of which he said: 


"Certain it is there are thousands of 
our fellow citizens suffering, and cer- 
tain It la this cannot last. The time 
will come to incite the populace. When 
this time i-omes you can depend on me. 
I will not stand in the rear and ask you 
to Ko ahead. I will be in front, and Fay 
to you, 'Come on.' I shrink from blood- 
shed. but if this is necersary to pre- 
serve liberty and our rights in that 
event I will sh»-d the last drop of blood 
that courses through my veins. 
/ ''Plutocracy cannot buy me. 
They 
may send me to jail, may ostracise 
me or may hang me, but, in the lan- 
guage of the revolutionary heroes, 1 
do not propose .to part company with 
my 
self 
respeet, 
independence and 
maiíliüod. We no longer have a re- 
public. 
There is not a vestasre of it 
left. The Judiciary of this country has 
placed a padlock on my lips, forbid- 
den me to walk on public highways 
and destroyed all of my rights. I sub- 
mit because you compelled me to. I am 
helplesB. I appeal to you and to the 
country to come to the front, take this 
cause to heart, and these questions will 
then be solved. I will be free and so 
\\111 you. 


"The significance of this movement 
portends new and Important develop- 
ments along the line of battle. I look 
forward to the time when people will 
dethrone the power that has enslaved 
them. 
The movement 
is 
marching 
grandly forward, and plutocracy will 
soon 
understand 
that 
slavery and 
despotism have no rights to place on 
American soil." 


As Mr. Debs 
finished the delegates 
rose to their feet, threw their h^ts in 
the air and crowded forward to greet 
the speaker. Chairman Prescott pound- 
ed vigorously for order, but It was 
fully five minutes before the convention 
recovered from tht spell which Mr. 
Deb's oratory had cast about them. 


A resolution, introduced by Mr. Ma- 
hon, of Detroit, calling upon all miners 
now at work to desert their posts and 
terming them enemies of human lib- 
erty so long as they remained on duty, 
was adopted. 


Notwithstanding 
the 
convention 
early In the morning had declined to 
act on President Hatchford's resolu- 
tion requesting President McKlnley to 
convene congress for the purpose of de- 
flning the authority of judges in the 
matter of Injunctions a resolution to 
that effect, but requesting the conven- 
tion to ask l^resident McKlnley to act 
In that direction, introduced by W. D. 
liyan, the 
Illinois 
organizer, 
went 
through with a whoop, and shortly be- 
fore 7 o'clock the convention adjourned 
sine die. 


Mr. Ratchford, who was especially 
pleased with the convention's instruc- 
tions regarding the request for the con- 
vening of congress, hurried away last 
night to Columbus, where he will at- 
tend a conference of mine workers and 
operators tonight. Just before his de- 
parture ha was shown the dispatch 
from Columbus, O., saying that tho 
cual strike 
considered 
there as 


settled. President Ratchford acknowl- 
edged that he had received a propo- 
sition to have the miners resume work 
at 64 cents, pending arbitration. He 
added! 


"Our executive council meets tomor- 
row night, and the proposition of Mr. 
young, who represents a large number 
of operators, will be considered, with 
other matters. I must decline to dis- 
cuss the proposition until after it Is 
submitted to the council.

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MRS JOHN DnCVV DEAD. 


Una Boon i> 
icntovtalnor for 


Ovor J'-t'Vt iii.y Yi-iiO'»*. 


New York, Sept. 
Mrs. J. hn Drew, 
the act^e^.3. died yesterday afternoon at 
Larchmont. 


With the passing of Mrs. Drew there 
has parted one of the link? that unite 
the present generation with the grand- 
est gala-sy that has ever illuminated 
the American dramatic iirmament. She 
was contemporaneous 
and appeared 
upon the American stage in leading 
parts with the elder Booth o.nd Forrest, 
with Macready and Edwin Booth, with 
Florence, Clarke fì,nd Ow» n, of those 
who havt passed away, and with Jef- 
ferson and Couldock, who ^till survive. 
She was in her day an "infant prodigy" 
on the English and American boards, 
and the most famous of Mrs. Mala- 
props, winning latiréis also as Julie de 
Mortimer, 
Ophelia, 
Desdmona and 
Pauline, not to mention characters In 
more recently written plays. 


The wife of one of the foremost actor- 
managers of this country 
she bore 
three children who v/on distinction In 
the dramatic profession—John 
Drew, 
the late Geòrgie Drew-Barrymore and 
Sydney Drev/^ 
ñeventy-one of the 77 
years of hf-r life she was a familiar 
figure 
to playgoers. With practically 
no education in the accf^rti'd sense, 
.«ihe was an actro.ss of rare intPlllgence 
and refinement. "I got my education," 
she once said, "from readir»? and from 
associating with and listening to the 
conversation of clever people." 


Mrs. Drew \yas born in London on 
Jan. 10, 1S20, and six years later made 
her debut as Agib in "Tlmour the Tar- 
tar." Her mother, an actress, brought 
her to this cfiuntry a year later, and 
she perfi'irry;^ at the Walnut Sti^eet 
theater, Philadelphia, playing the Duke 
of York to Junius liiutus Booth's Rich- 
ard III. In one play, written expressly 
to exploit childish precocity, she had 
five 
different characttTS to portray. 
In 1833 she came to New York, and 
here married Henry Hunt, a popular 
vocalist, 
from whom she separated. 
She subsequently married a comedian 
named Mossop, and after his death 
married Mr. Drew. Her last engage- 
ment vms with "The Sporting Duchess 
company.

learn tliat the common garden snail, 
regm'ded as an unmifigated ])est by 
agritniltnrists in this, country, is used 
ftn* food by thousands of persons; and 
when pro])orly cooked is esteemed u 
dainty dish 
by epicures in 
all 
the 
great cities of ' tho world. 
Not only 
is this the ease in foreign countries, 
where the overcnnvding of the pojmla- 
tiou renders it obligatory that every- 
thing txJible should be eaten, but liere j 
in Anj^fica, Avhore in Is'eAV York 
the 
arrival of the French stean)ers with 
their cargo of snails is an event of im- 
portance in gastronomic circles, and : 
the leading French restanranls adver- 
tise the dish as a special attraction. 
Ijike (ither homely 
animals 
which 
serve f(n' food, the snail 
changes 
his 
name when ho comes to the table, and 
takes the French title. 


Thus as the pig becomen pork, the 
ox beef and the shee]) mutton, 
the 
snail iigures on bills of fare as Tescar- 
got, a much more imposing designa- 
tion. 
Like many 
other dishes

teemed by epicures, it comes to us hy 
way of France 
from Italy; for tho

But snails are largely 
cultivated for the market, and one 
farm near Dijon is said to clear 7000 
francs a year from its snails, which are 
fed upon cabbage and 
clover.

the lower extremity» 00 per cent, weve 
fatal. 
This terrible recorci of mortal- 
ity occurred too in a new and 
\vell- 
equipped hospital, an histltniion which 
would compare favorably wlih any of 
that time. 


In the later period ihe beds had in- 
creased from 2r.l> to SOO. bnt in spite 
of that fact the number of ainpntations 
had fallen to eighty-two. and of these 
the mortality was exactly ono-third of 
what it had been. 
In amputations at 
ihe thigh the niortality Avas reduced 
from 5(5 iier cent, to 
per 
cent., 
while those of tlu^ leg from 
lo 
of the arm from 
to liP^j per cent. 
In 
short, the mortality from 
compound 
fractures was two-thirds less ihan un- 
der the old methods. 
The physh-ians 
attribute this saving of life 10 asepsis. 
Tho ne-w surgery i)erraitteil the sm*- 
geons to wait much longer than for- 
merly before operating. 
They could 
now Avait until the aseptic re;iime to 
Hce if the compound fracturo did not 
heal itself, which it frequently did. and 
in the ma.iority of cases amiuitation 
was unnecessary.

[lainless. The only pain now fell is that 
of the Incisions.

The old and 
lingering 
fevers

which to-day are performed with im- 
punity by young surgeons would have 
been deemed as lirellnininry to nothing 
short of 
cold-blooded nmrder by the 
last generation. 
Scarcely n part of the 
body of livini? man is unexplored by 
science, and feats of trephining almost 
In<'redible are performed daily in our 
hospitals. 
Of course with this rapid 
advance of surgery has come a tenden- 
cy to overoperate, and 
conservative 
surgeons Avill agree that rcckless sur- 
gery has gained some headway in late 
years. 
This is coniined lo (lie younger 
aud tdtra-enthusiastic mend)ers of tho 
profession and is dei)recjjted l)y their 
elder bretl)ren.-Chicapro Chronicle.

State Bank Examiner Brcndontlial, a 
ircc silverite and populist, says in his 
report just issued: "A most cxtraordiu- 
lary fiunucial condition exists in Kansas.

The banks cannot loan 
their money, and arc worried to know 
what to do with the cnonnouB deposits 
on which they arc paying 4 per cent, in- 
terest. 
The grain is mshing East rapid- 
ly, and farmers arc making improve- 
ments and have plcntly of money. 
The 
fsituation is annoying the bankers very 
much." 


The Mountain 
Trolley. 


The projoot to build a trolley road in 
the Blue Kidge mountains connecting 
the various resorts including the Blue 
Mountain House, Buena Vista Springs, 
Blue Ridge Summit, Ilighfield, Monterey, 
Pen-Mar, High Rock, Mt. Quirauk, and 
•other points of interest, has so far devel- 
oped that a prclijninary survey has been 
made, and, if certain privileges can be 
secured from road supervisors for the 
construction of the road, work will be- 
gin at once. There is some opposition 
being developed about Monterey and 
Bucmi Vista Springs, where it is the 
opinion of the residents that a trolley 
line would be a disturbing element, but 
it is thought this opposition would De 
•overcome, and, if not, that it will simply 
be necessary to exclude Buena Vista and 
Monterey Springs from the plans. 


The road would be about tea miles in 
length, and would cost about $300,000, 
•equipped. 
It will be an overhead con- 
struction, with twenty cars. 
The funds 
are practically in hand, and while the 
incoi'poration is yet to take place, that 
will follow just as soon as the road su- 
pervisors act.

Aing like 325,000 immigrants landed 
upon our shores. One reason for this 
marked diminution is, of course, found 
in the stringency of our imni,igration 
laws, ^yithin the past few years these 
immigration laws have undergone de- 
cided modification, and the result is not 
only that thousands of pauper immi- 
grants are yearly sent back to Europe, 
but that thousands are deterred from 
crossing the water. 
In view of this ex- 
planation it is evident that while the 
number of oxir foreign immigrants has 
fallen off considerably during the past 
year, tho loss has been restricted al- 
most exclusively to illiterate and paupei 
immigrants. 
Instead of operating to 
our detriment, therefore, the string- 
ency of our immigration 
laws has 
operated to our 
National 
benefit. 
There is still room for improvement, 
however, as the country is not yet free 
from the contaminating influences of 
EuroiJean i^auperism and illiteracy.

He gathered soaie of the leaves 
and berries of which they had eaten, 
boiled them, drank of the liquor and 
soon became as merry as his goats. 
He communicated his secret to 
the 
prior of a IMijhammedan convent in 
Persia, who recommended it to his 
Miuiks as a means to keep them awake 
at their nocturnal vigils. 


From that time there has been no 
monaster^'' in the East which has not 
had its huge coffee pot continiially 
simmering. 
The mosijues are filled 
with the pleasant fragrance and cups 
of coffee are distributed among the 
worshipers *'for the greater glo^y of 
God." 


In loS'l a Damascan opened the first 
coffee house in Constantinople.

Egyptians drink coffee to excess, con- 
suming, on occasions, not less than 
eighty cups a day. 
It is sipped from 
small cups as hot as it can be borne. 
The Turks frequently subsist on coffee, 
so great is their love for it. 
For this 
reason, during their Lent it is not 
only forbidden but any person who 
has even smelled it has violated the in- 
junction of their prophet.

How Ihc Totato Bug: Haiipened. 


Lyster H. DeM'ey. the weed expert 
of the 
United 
Btates 
Agricultural 
Department, says that the most re- 
markable eastward movement of 
a 
weed, of Avhich we have any record in 
this country, is that of builalo bur. 
This prickly, bur-fruited cousin of 
the potato has not even stopped at our 
Eastern shores, but has gone over to 
Europe and is now causing serious 
troiible in some parts of Germany. 
Its native home was from the Mexi- 
can jjlatcau northward along the east- 
ern base of the Eocky Mountains to 
the Band Lands of South 
Dakota. 
Here it was the favorite food of the 
Colorado iDotato beetle, and the east- 
ward migration of the weed meeting 
the "western extension of potato cul- 
ture doubtless facilitates the eastward 
movement of the beoLles, 
Buffalo bur 
is an annual plant, thriving only where 
the ground is broken, and in tho 
Western plains "region it was distinct- 
ly a plant of the buflalo wallows. Its 
bxtrs were carried in the shaggy manes 
of buffalos, securing a wide dissemi- 
nation of seeds and thus aiding the 
plant in acquiring a wandering habit. 
It is also a remarkably good tumble- 
weed. 
But neither the builalo nor 
the tumbleweed habit of the plant has 
aided it directly in securing such wide 
distribution east of tho Mississippi 
River, 
A few notes on its introduc- 
tion at some of the 1*19 places record- 
ed east of its natural range will indi- 
cate how it has traveled. 
It was first 
seen at Chicago in 1896. near a rail- 
road south of the stockyards. 
It was 
found on ballast ground in 1879, at 
New York and Boston, 
It was iirst 
found in 
Ohio, near Columbus, at 
Sellsville, the winter quarters of Sells 
Brothers' Circus, 
At Buxton, Maine, 
it was found where grain had been 
screened, 
and at Seabrook, N. H., 
where screenings had been fed to 
poultry. 
At Kochester, Mich., it was 
found in baled hay from Kansas or 
Oklahoma. In many places it has been 
first noticed along railroads, in stock- 
yards, or about woolen mills, while in 
a few instances it seems to have been 
introduced in clover or alfalfa seed.

T h e Applaii AVay. 


B y far the most celebrated road in 
the Old World was the Ai)pian Way, 
the Viarum Regina, or Queen of Roads,

siixni, the modern Brindisi, a distance 
of some 350 miles. 
As tliis road Avas 
begtui in the beginning of the fonrth
